EJ Council 
aSSESSES 
management 
of meetings

As a result of recent disorderly discussions at city 
council meetings, East Jordan mayor Russ Peck an- 
nounced a more formal approach. 

Peck explained that any speaker addressing council 
will need to be recognized by the mayor first. The 
change was made in an effort to avoid the disruptive 
arguments that have surfaced at recent meetings. 

Also at the Sept. 21 council meeting, the city 
personnel policy manual was discussed. Both super- 
intendent Bob Johnson and council member Greg 
Chappuies had serious questions on several issues in 
the manual. 


Although many members wish the project to be 
completed and approved, some expressed concern 
that revisions still need to be made. 

The personnel committee had not yet solicited 
reaction from department heads and union Local 214. 
Several council members felt it important to have 
some involvement from these officials before ap- 
proving the policy. 


Other problems with the manual include lack of job 
' descriptions, need to clarify at-will employment and 
too many duplications. 

According to committee member Lyle Etcher, city 
attomey Scott Beatty also needs to survey the policy 
language. 

Etcher was concemed that the work be completed 
soon. He offered a motion of intent to compiete the 
manual within 30 days.

Don’t let the flu get you! 


The “flu” (influenza) usually hits from November 
through April; however, January, February, and March 
are the worstmonths. Some flu experts predict thatthe 
1993-94 flu season may be a bad one. The good news 
is the new flu strain was caught early enough for 
Scientists to incorporate it into this fall’s flu vaccine. 

High risk people should make an effort to protect 
themselves from effects of influenza. These include: 

« Adults and children with long term heart or lung 
problems needing regular visits to a doctor. 

* Residents of nursing homes and other institutions 
housing persons of any age with serious long term 


- health problems. 


* Healthy people age 65 years or older. 

People of any age who during the past year have 
regularly seen a doctor for treatment of illnesses such 
as kidney disease, cystic fibrosis, diabetes, anemia, or 
asthma. 

* People who have a type of cancer or immunologi- 
cal disorder (or use certain types of medicines) that 
lowers the body’s normal resistance to infections. 

¢ Children and teenagers (six months through 18 
years of age) who must use aspirin. They might be at 
tisk for Reye’s Syndrome if they get the flu. 

Most people have no problems with a flu shot. The 
vaccine does not cause the flu. A common side effect 
is soreness for a day or two at the spot where the shot 
was given. Sometimes fever or achiness for one or 
two days may happen. Allergic or more serious reac- 
tions could occur after the shot but are not common. 


People with a history of allergic reactions to flu 
vaccine, chicken eggs, or to any component of the 
vaccine, should call their doctor first for evaluation. 
Do not receive the shot until the evaluation is done. 
People who have been paralyzed with Guillian-Barre 
Syndrome, are pregnant, or are ill with a fever should 
consult their doctor. 

Good news! Medicare will pay for the flu vaccina- 
tion for Medicare-eligible persons this year. If your 
provider does not bill Medicare directly, you may 
request a receipt and submit the cost of the vaccine to 
Medicare yourself. 

Flu vaccinations are available from your family 
physician and again this year at District Health De- 
partment No. 3 sponsored Commissions of Aging Flu 
Clinics in your local community.

The Upper Torch Lake Association, an organiza- 
tion nearly 50 years old, recently held its annual 
election of officers.
